LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Governor of the State of Mississippi: 


It becomes our duty under the laws of this State to make a 
true report to you of the actual condition of the Lunatie Asy- 
lum at the close of the year, for the information of the Legis. 
lature and the people of the State, and we feel no hesitancy in 
saying that the Asylum buildings and grounds are in fair con- 
dition, though, had the means been supplied, a marked im- 
provement would have been effected in several important par- 
ticulars. 

The report of the Medical Superintendent, accompanying 
this, enters at large into the details connected with this 
great publie charity, and we invite your careful attention to 
its suggestions, which have our unqualified approval. We 
emphasize the demand for an increased water supply. The 
extent of the Asylum and the iarge number of inmates within 
its walls would justify the establishment of water tanks upon 
the banks of Pearl River, with pipes extending to a reservoir 
at the point now occupied by the pond in the rear of the main 
building. 

During the year we have constructed a poda 8 
Lodge, using for that purpose the bequest of Mr. Johnson, sup- 
plemented by a small amount out of the general fund. We 
did not fcel at liberty to utilize this bequest in any other way. 
To have applied it toward the purchase of supplies would have 
had the seeming of vandalism, and we felt constrained to place 


in enduring form our gratitude to the donor, who, in the article 
of death, remembered the afflictions and distress of our unfor- 


tunate insane.

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Report of the Superintendent 


To the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Lunatic 
Asylum : 

GENTLEMEN--In accordance with the requirements of the law, 
I now present my fifth and sixth annual reports, consolidated. 
By reference to the annexed tables you can appreciate the 
movement of the population for the biennial period of 1882 
and 1883, together with the statisties connected with the Asy- 
lum since its. incipiency. 

From the report of 1882 you will see that at the beginning 
of the year there were present 416 patients—males 184, females 
232; admitted during the year 111— males 39, females 72; 
total present 527 —males 223, females 304; discharged recov- 
ered, 44—males 20, females 24; discharged improved, 2—males 
1, females 1; unimproved, 1— female 1; not insane, 1—female 
1: died, 36- males 13, females 23; remaining at end of the 
year, 443. 

During the year 1883 there were present at the beginning 
143; admitted during the year, 122--males 51, females 71; 
total present, 565--males 240, females 325: discharged recov- 
ered, 59—males 25, females 31, improved, 6—males 4, females 
2; not insane, 5—males 4, females 1; remaining at the end of 
the year, 440-—males 180, females 260. 

During the year 1882 the health of the institution was quite 
good and our death-rate small, with a fair return of recoveries, 
but the present year has been marked by more than our usual 
amount of sickness and more deaths, which is attributed in 
our judgment to the long and dry summer, united with great 
scarcity of water, and under the same combination of circum- 
stances will probably have a great amount of sickness. So 
early as July last we were entirely deprived of water for gen- 
eral purposes, and had to be supplied from d pond a fourth of 
a mile from the Asvlum. To this basin of water we attached a 
'two-inch pipe, and by means of a pump we were supplied with 
about seven thousand gallons daily, quite inadequate, either 
for purposes of health or comfort. After the pond had dried 
we spent two months with quite a number of laborers, and suc- 
ceeded in increasing its capacity about three hundred thousand 
gallons, and now think unless we have an extremely dry sum- 
mer, will in future have a moderate supply of water, but can 
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never be well supplied with the present area as a water-shed. 
In our judgment an abundance of water will supersede the 
necessity for disinfectants. Water is what might be termed 
Nature's disinfectant, ànd if abundantly used will far excel as 
a purifier all the chemicals that have yet been discovered. The 
maxim that **Cleanliness is next to Godliness" is of grave im- 
port and embodies much wisdom, which the medical profession 
should encourage, as it constitutes one of the most important 
factors of health, and if well observed wili certainly bring us 
blessings. Sanitation in late years has grown to be a science, 
and where the laws of health are rigidly observed, life has been 
appreciably lengthened, and doubt not that in a few years, 
under the scientific system of sewerage and increased water 
supply, which all large cities are securing. at heavy outlays, 
that plagues will almost be banished from their limits. 


Since my last report, am pleased to congratulate the citizens 
of the State, and more especially the friends of the unfortunate 
insane, that the Legislature, appreciating the importance of 
giving to this class of citizens, who are now deprived of public 
care, the same consideration extended to so many heretofore, 
have made provision for the erection of a commodius “Insane 
Hospital” at Meridian, and when this shall have been com- 
pleted there will be ample room for all the insane of the State 
for five or ten years to come. We now have on the register 
over two hundred applicants for whom we have no room. I 
am informed that there is great suffering in jails with this class, 
and, for lack of care, many deaths. We have thus far, in our 
great desire to afford relief, doubtless too often in admissions 
exceeded our capacity far too much, and I fear to the prejudice 
of health. As the Legislature has thus far defined no dis- 
triets tributary to the'Asylums, I would suggest that this mat- 
ter be not overlooked, otherwise there might be many embar- 
rassments arising from an oversight of this kind. I would 
suggest, in addition, that both Asylums receive the same class 
of patients, so that there can be a proper distribution of both 
chronic and acute cases in each. All the best writers, whose 
information has been obtained from the most reliable sources, 
deem it wisest to let the acute and chronic be domiciled together 
and be cared for by the same administration of physicians and 
nurses, and in support of this admission many ,good reasons 
are advanced, and not the least of which is the withdrawal of 
all hope on the part of the friends when it is known that those 
whom they love have been assigned to that institution whence 
none are expected to return. In addition to the suggestions 
already made in regard to the organization of the new Asylum, 
I would advise that the Legislature make it lawful that patients 
may be transferred from one Asylum to the other, to suit the 
wishes of friends, provided the State and counties incur no ex- 
pense. This last suggestion is presented in deference to the 
wishes of many who have friends here. 
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Since the late civil war, our people have become so much de- 
pressed in tkeir finances that there are none but few whose 
pecuniary ability will allow them to keep their friends at home, 
and on this account are forced to avail themselves of the bene- 
fits attached to public institutions. There is still a great dis 
inclination in the “South” on the part of many to place their 
friends in asylums, lest publicity be given to their family mis- 
fortunes. This feeling of pride is especially unfortunate, and 
could it be overcome the beneficial results would soon be quite 
apparent. Itis rare that we receive patients in the earliest 
stage of mental disease, from the fact that persons will try 
almost any expedient for the restoration of their triends, rather 
than send them to an asylum. It is now a well-established 
fact that the sooner patients are removed from home and 
placed in asylums the more hope there will be for a permanent 
cure. So long as the sick are surrounded by associations con- 
nected with the development of their disease, the more diffi- 
cult it is to direct their thoughts into a new channel, which is 
quite indispensable to the successful treatment of their disease. 
Besides, there is even among the most violent insane an early 
and favorable influence exercised by the mere commitment to 
a place where they know that their wi/ must be subordinated 
to another, and our experience teaches us that there are but 
few who do not give an early and favorable recognition of this 
fact. ; 

. Insanity has become so general that there are few families, 

if large, either directly or remotely, but what have some mem- 
bers wlrose minds are more or less affected, and hence we find 
a much more liberal spirit manifested for the Lunatic Asylum 
than any other benevolent institution. In advocating the 
claims of the insane, I do not wish to encroach on the rights 
of the other benevolent and literary institutions, but on the 
contrary, would encourage liberal recognition, especially of the 
latter, as by such a policy I am satisfied that the more support 
you give education the less demand there will be for lunatic 
asylums. Statistics show that the insane are chiefly recruited 
from the less cultured class of society, and if such be the fact 
it furnishes additional reasons why the public should be edu- 
cated. Many reasons are offered for tnis susceptibility on part 
of the illiterate, but none impresses us with more force than that 
which credits the bulk of it to lack of mental occupation when 
in a depressed state. To dwell on one’s misfortune for any 
length of time determines the brain, the organ of mind, to 
assume permanently a diseased condition. No physiological 
fact is more certainly established than that strength and growth 
of any member of the body or faculty of the mind is developed 
in proportion to use. If a blacksmith labors continuously at 
his calling, very soon the muscles called into requisition will 
enlarge and become strong in, fesponse to constant exercise, 
and there is every reason to believe that the same principle 
obtains in the brain. If we dwell too long on unpleasant emo- 
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tions, that part of the brain which presides over these moral 
affections will assume a morbid state. The question is now 
presented, how can this morbid tendency be overcome, to which 
we would suggest in reply, that there are several expedients 
that should be called into requisition, viz: diversion of the 
mind into more healthful channels of thought, which can be 
accomplished by companionship with the bright and cheerful, 
or else in reading some interesting book, which to a great 
extent can supply the lack of society. To this latter resort the 
uneducated are incapable of appealing, and consequently one 
of the chief factors of mental restoration is withheld. 

While on this subject I hope it will not be irrelevant to state, 
that we attribute our greatest success in the reclamation of the 
insane to judicious employment. Where the body is at work, 
the mind to a great extent, sympathizes with the physical con- 
dition, as no manual work can be well done without mental 
direction. We daily avail ourselves of this principle in the 
treatment of our inmates, and endeavor as far as practicable, to 
keep them employed, and to this fact, we feel warranted in 
stating that many cures are attributable. To carry out suc- 
cessfully this plan requires, that we have work-shops of various 
kinds, where the insane can be employed in all kinds of 
weather; but thus far our appropriations have been inadequate 
to carry out the plan dictated by our judgment. I would sug- 
gest that you request the Legislature to equip our institution 
with everything necessary to make it a first-class Asylum. Were 
this done, I am satisfied, that soon the wisdom .of this course 
would be verified. My appeals have been frequent, but thus 
far in vain, and now trust, if approached through a different 
avenue, that success will attend the effort. 


Our institution is located on an elevated site, and apparently 
one of the most healthful localities in this part of the State, 
and to a great extent free from malarial influences, and there- 
fore find it quite difficult to account for so much of chronic 
disease, and especially pulmonary eonsumption. This disease 
and epilepsy swell very much our death rate, and to show how 
difficult it is to account for the causes of the former disease 
and so many deaths from the latter, will quote from my report 
of 1881: From a review of our * Tables" you will discover 
that about 60 per cent. of our deaths are the result of two dis- 
eases, viz: Epilepsy and pulmonary consumption. Many pa- 
tients, on first entering the Asylum, give unmistakable evidence 
of pulmonary disease; but this terrible malady is chiefly re- 
cruited from the wards, in which there is not the least thing 
apparent to any senseto show that the rooms and corridors are 
not serupulously clean; but it is evident that there is some 
latent local cause which develops the disease, not only among 
the patients, but also among the attendants. Could we devise 
some means to remove the causes, which develop consumption 
aud epileptic ausemia, our mortality would be small. When 
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attacked with consumption we, in common with the majority of 
the medical world, recognize the vanity of human aid, to do 
anything but palliate the sufferings of the patients, aad thus 
we see, day by day, the typical hectic flash, which in betraying 
the antagonism between life and deathis the sure indicator 
that the latter will in a few short weeks prove the victor. 


It has been so long since a special appropriation has been 
made for improvements, that we find our wards in great need 
of repairs. If not mistaken, Ithink it has been twelve or fif- 
teen years since painting or other work has been done, and to 
put it off longer would operate injuriously to the ‘ building,” 
and would be inconsistent with that degree of neatness, which 
should always be presented in Asylums, where no excuse for 
lack of neatness should be received if within our means to 
avoid it. Besides internal repairs, it is essentially necessary 
for the health and comfort of our patients, that radical changes 
be made in the heating apparatus. It is quite impossible to 
heat the building to a comfortable temperature during cold 
weather, and this fact will doubtless account partially for the 
great amount of pulmonary disease which is contracted here. 
I am not well versed in the laws regulating the distribution of 
heat, but know from personal observation that the warmth in 
the wards is quite insufficient, and think it due alone to some 
defect in the heating apparatus. We have an intelligent engi- 
neer, who understands quite thoroughly what is needed in this 
line, and could explain to a committee all the defects con- 
nected with our present system of heating. Besides tnis out- 
lay we are informed by the engineer, that we are needing new 
boilers, and he suggests that if bought the vertical boilers be 
substituted, as they afford more steam with less expenditure of 
fuel than the old style. We have seen certificates from the 
. different Asylums where they are now in use, and am satisfied 
that there would be economy. in theypurchase of this kind of 
boilers. To do what is actually necessary in the way of re- 
pairs, I do not think less than ten thousand dollars [would be 
sufficient, and believe if you will present our needs in this 
respect, that any committee in this Legislature will endorse 
your suggestion. 


During the past two years we have renewed nearly all of the 
flooring in the two old wings, which was done out of the best 
lumber that could be procured, and will certainly last for a 
generation. There is still additional work that should be dene 
‘on the floors in the other wings, but if the appropriation asked 
for, is allowed, we will have sufficient to put the Asylum in good 
repair. The appropriation for the last biennial period would 
have been ample, but we were forced to expend rather more 
than usual in ordinary repairs. We have generally found 
the amcunt granted by the Legislature ample as a support 
fund, but do not think it sufficient to do anything in the way of 
permanent repairs, and in future, I think it best to make a special 
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appropriation for this purpose. Owing to high prices for the 
past two years, I regret to say that our fund has fallen short to 
the amount of six hundred dollars, but do not ask to make 
this debit good,as we had a balance to the credit of the Asylum 
two years ago, which will more than cover this deficit. In the 
past two years seven thousand dollars have been expended out 
of this fund in repairs, which can be explained by reference to 
.the Steward's account. 

During the past two years our farm productions have equalled 
the general average. Last year the season was favorable for 
almost all crops and our yield in all products was good, and 
especially in sweet potatoes, harvesting nearly seven thousand 
bushels. The present year was extremely dry, especially the 
latter part of the season, but the droughts only cut short our 
sweet potatoes, which this year will yield about one-half of 
last season’s. Owing to the droughts of the present season, 
for the first time have we failed in having a good winter garden. 


At this time we have over a hundred head of cattle, chiefly of 
Jersey grades. We hope in the spring to increase the number 
of our milk cows, and if no ill luck, will have an abundance 
of milk next year, At this time we havea fine stock of hogs, 
and will kill during the winter about ten thousand pounds of 
pork, leaving quite a supply of young hogs for another year. - 
Of other stock we can report a flock of graded Southdown. 
sheep, numbering fifty-five. In addition we have a small lot of 
graded Angora goats. Before closing our report, cannot be 
unmindful of our constant friends who have gratuitously sent 
their journals to the Asylum, and while we regret to say that 
some have discontinued their publications, are glad to state 
that the following hold out, viz: The Clarion, Ledger, Merid- 
ian Observer, Enterprise Courier, Kemper Herald, Aberdeen 
Examiner, Aberdeen Weeklv, Democrat and Subsoiler, Cartha- 
genian, Vicksburg Herald, Brookhaven Leader, Oxford Falcon, 
Patron of Husbandry, Pascagoula Democrat and North Mis- 
sissippi News. 

In the repert of tke Steward you will find an itemized 
account of the expenditures for the past two years, as well as 
the productions of the farm and garden. By reference to the 
Matron’s report you will find that the usual amount of cloth- 
ing has been made and distributed. 


Since our last report two of our trustees, Col. WR. Nugent 
and Dr. Wirt Johnston, have resigned on account of pressure 
of private business. To both of these gestlemen 1 must ex- 
press my acknowledgements for personal courtesies as well as 
official obligations. For the past two years there has been no 
change in the medical staff, Dr. James MeWillie continuing”as 
Assistant Physician and Capt. R. F. McGill'as Steward. After 
the resignations of Col. Nugent and Dr. Johnston as trustees, 
the Governor appointed two most worthy and efficient gentle- 
men in the persons of Dr. Byron Lemly and Mr. D. P. Porter.

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This is my first report under the auspices of Governor 
Lowry, and am pleased to note that he has evidenced great 
interest in our benevolent institutions and has, at all times, 
shown a willingness to co-operate in every movement for the 
benefit of the insane. 

To each and all the officers and employees connected with 
the Asylum, our acknowledgements are due for their uniform 
courtesy, as well as promptness in the discharge of their. 
respective duties. In conclusion, allow me to thank you, gen- 
tlemen, for your wise counsel as well as marked courtesy, not 
only to myself, but to all attaches of the Institution, and trust, 
under Divine blessing, you may still continue to be the instru- 
ments of much good.
